hatred of Christians, the Mohamraedan Mo- 
ros do not tali e Kindly to the restraints of 
Western civilization. At any time a jurajnen- 
tado or religious fanatic, is apt to be . seized 
with a murderous craze. Then "good night" 
to any poor Christian whom he snay en- 
counter. 


IXCK the return home to Jolo of his serene Highness 
Junialul Kiram 11. .Sultan ot Sulu, from iris somewhat 
mysterious, but very enlightening visit to the United 
States last fall, his Highness has been making- some ex- 
ceedingly earnest efforts to bring about several badly 
needed reforms in the chain of islands composing the 


Sulu archipelago or the Philippines over which, under the watchful 
supervision of L~r.de Sam, the Sultan is the nominal ruler. 


As yet, hov.-evcr, the Sultan has been unable to suppress entirely 


the Juramcntada or Mohammedan religious fanatics, nor have our 
soldiers or civil governors had much better luck. 


Although under the Spanish rule the Juramcntada was much 


-Mmore in evidence than now. Manv a Spaniard seated quietly in front 


ofjhis house, his place of business or a cafe, has had his head rip- 
'&ca from 'his shoulders by a charging Moro before he was aware

will be the slayer's seat upon the steps 
ot; the heavenly throne.

LIKE 
BEAST. 


As a rule the juramentacla becomes 


wrought to a, remarkable frenzy. "When 
one breaks loose the people of the 
c o m muni ty ar m t l^emyelyos and hu n t 


him down as they would a dangerous 
wild beast. 


Any kind of work except that con- 


nected with his profession as a war- 
rior is distasteful to the average Moro. 
He expects to find all his physical 
wants supplied 
by 
Iris wives—they 


were looked after largely by his slaves 
as long as he was permitted to have 
them. 


Moi'O lads 
begin 
their 
education 


early-—it is an education 
of 
arms. 


They 
practice 
constantly with the 


shield, the campilan, a kind of sword, 
the borong, which is used for close 
conflict and is the favorite weapon of 
the juramentada, and the kris, which 
is for thrusting and cutting. 
A Moro. 


as a rule, becomes so expert in the 
use of the barong that he can decap- 
itate a man at a single stroke. 


On the water these people use a 


kind of asseigai, called "bagsacay," or 
"simbilin," which is about half an inch 
in diameter, with a sharp point. Some 
of the more expert can throw four of 
these at a time, making them spread 
out in thefr flight. 


Very skillful do the Moros become 


in the manufacture of their weapons. 
Blades of their knives are as finely 
tempered and as sharp as a Damascus 
blade. 
Their homes 
are 
armories. 


Within the last few years a number 
of Moros have come into- the posses- 
sion of firearms, 


When the Spaniards discovered the 


Philippines, some 400 years ago, they 
found the Moros occupying, as now, 
about ninety islands south of Minda- 
nao, the large southern island of trie 
Philippine group, and stretching: iar 
away toward Borneo. 


Not so very long before, it seemed. 


a large tribe of Malays from Borneo 
had made their way into the Sulu isl- 
ands—a people so fierce and warlike 
2n disposition, so bold and daring in 


action, that for centuries thereafter 
they defied the power of Spain and 
made that part of the Philippines a 
very uncomfortable place for the Eu- 
ropeans.

And that bellbuoy there—see it?—that reminds 
me of an iceberg that once_ threatened to demolish a 
steamer on which I was sailing for Jingapdre, off the 
coast of Rudyspeth. This rover of the seas, I afterwards 
weighed, and found it tipped the beam at exactly four 
hundred and sixty-eight thousand tons. So you may-im- 
agine I didn't have a picnic in steering it away from the 
course of our steamer. Much to my cnagrin, I was a ten 
days' hero for accomplishing that feat, and even now the 
tale is told on many ships plowing the mighty deep. 


I was standing at the railing of a large ocean 


liner one bright day, gazing out over the sea, when 
suddenly my attention was arrested by an immense 
green object immediately in front of our course. This 
I discovered to-be an iceberg. 


I hurried to the captain and told him we would 


crash against this iceberg 'within a few moments if 
something was not done to escape the collision. Know- 
ing me, he told .me to save the ship. I warned him 
to keep the peril from the ears of the passengers. 


Then I" rushed down into the machine shop, and 


with the aid of the trembling ship machinist, began 
the construction of -two enormous jackscrews.

efficiency of Tnuniaij^il work and safe- 
guarding employes Wa their positions 
that it is practically of little or no 
value. In a voluminous i«port, 
most 


of which has nothing* but praise 
for 
the individual effort of employes and 
the 
work, 
the 
strongest language 
found In the report is directed against 
this abrogation of charter provisions. 
The illuminating- evidence 
drawn 
out in a recent trial before the Civil 
Service Commission, regarding the dis- 
charging 
of civil service ' employes, 


to which a committee of the 
Grand 
Jury listened, is referred to and char- 
acterized as conclusive that men have 
been discharged from their positions 
t'or trivial offenses and their positions 
filled, in' direct violation of the 
law, 
with political favorites. Ths matter is 
recommended for further investigation 
by the coming Grand Jury. 


FLAGRANT VIOLATORS. 


The Board of Public Works and de-

Cunning P3ot Against the 


State University Exposed 


AN FRANCISCO, March 4.— 
The University of California is 
facing a crisis in its career. 
The present Legislature seems 
determined to start an opposi- 
tion University for Southern 
California. 
That 
means the 


entering 
wedge that 
is in- 


tended to split wide open the 
great 
institution 
that 
every 


Californian should take-a pride 
in. 


Just as the Southern States before the war plan- 


ned and schemed for years to get within their boun- 
daries everything needed to set them up as an inde- 
pendent republic, so now the eight counties south of 
the Tehachapi mountains are scheming in every way 
.possible to get within their boundaries the institu- 
tions necessary for a separate State. They now are 
seeking a Southern California University. 


Of course they thinly disguise this fact. They say 


they do not want a University. 
All they want is a 


technological college. 
But scratch them a little and 


you find that this is pretense. 


Mark Keppel, County Superintendent of Schools 


of Los Ang-eles, v s in Sacramento early in the ses- 
sion with a big sc> .Ae for a southern University. He 
soon found there ,(ra.s no money in sight for such a 
big plan. 


So it was determined to go slow. Then came the 


proposal to turn over the Throop Institute at Pasa- 
dena and make it an Institute of Technology, sup- 
ported by the State. California was asked to put up 
$500,000 toward starting the thing. 


Then came the cry and the pamphlets to say this 


was not a move for a southern University, but merely 
an effort to get a school of technology. 
With this 


there was an effort to make the legislators see that it 
was a vocational school and not a college of tech- 
nology that was wanted. 
What They Really Want 


"Why not put it under the University of Califor- 


nia?" asked an innocent legislator. 


At once the fat was in the fire. That was the last 


desire of the Southerners. 
They immediately flew 


away. 
But out of their flurry came some bits of the 


real truth. Meyer Lissner, chairman of the Republi- 
can State Central Committee and boss of the south-* 
land, said somewhat pettishly: 


"Why should Alameda county, with less than half 


of the population of Los Angeles, have four times as. 
many students in the State University as we have? 
We want equal educational privilege with the coun- 
ties of the north. We must be reckoned with." 


There was the cat out of the bag. There was the 


whole scheme exposed. The south wants equal op- 
portunities—an equal university—with the north. It 
has no pride in anything- at B-erkeley—none in any- 
thing north of the Tehachapi range. 


Then, when the money figure loomed too big the 


Throop people who have had a lobby all the time at 
Sacramento—President Scheerer at the head—reduced 
their demands from $500,000 to $100,000. It was any- 
thing to get the thin edge of the wedge started so the 
.Throop Institute would become the nucleus for the 
southern University. 


The hostility of the south is shown in other ways. 


For instance, I'm told that at a committee meeting in 
Sacramento a week or two ago when Charlie Collier, 
Director-General of the San Diego Fair, was pleading 
for some sort of an agricultural sub-station at San 
Diego, he was asked: 


"Why don't you put it under the University of Cal- 


ifornia ?" 


"Frankly," replied he, "I had rather not have a sta- 


tion, at all if It is to be made subsidiary to the Uni- 
versity of California." 
The Poisoned Dart From Stanford 


Now these Southerners in their minority always 


appeal for Southern California. When is the big man 
coming along- to weld Northern California—."Superior 
California," as the Bee calls it—into an equally ag- 
gressive force? 


But we don't hang together in that way. And here 


comes Stanford in an effort to aid the south in wreck- 
ing the great University of Berkeley. The ever-ready 
President David Starr Jordan has written to Sacra- 
mento fulsomely indorsing the Throop plan. 


But that is not the mischief. Jordan might write 


a great deal and little attention would be paid to him. 
But Santa Clara county, in which Stanford Univers- 
ity is situated, has two Senators—Black and. Walker. 
Black is from Palo Alto. 


Now these two men arc quite as strong for the 


Throop job as any of the Southerners. 
They are 


standing for it hard and fast. 
The Stanford men in 


the Legislature are also said to be standing in, and 
the Throop game has secured a favorable committee 
report in the Senate. So the University has its work 
cut out. 


To he sure, there is the Governor. He is an 


alumnus of the University of California. 
One of his 


sons is an undergraduate there now. 
But he is sur- 


rounded by, the Southern men and has to rely on them 
to put many of his projects through the Legislature. 
It is high time some general movement of the Uni- 
versity alumni was made to save their alma mater 
from becoming a feeble and impotent institution 
among the universities of the land. 
Why Should These Mortals Be Prowd? 


There is no population reason why the south 


should expect an equal division with the north. 
The 


last census figures are eloquent against any such con- 
tention, 
But the Southerners by-standing tog-ether 


and shouting in unison—.by asking for much and as- 
serting more—manage to get a great deal 'that they 
are not entitled to. It is the old story of the organ- 
ized phalanx against the disorganized mob. 


But just look at the figures and see where this 


boastful and insistent south comes in. The popula- 
tion of the State is given at 2,377,549. Of this num- 
ber just 751,310 live south of the Tehachapi. 
Is that 


a division that calls for an equal distribution of the. 
institutions and appropriations of the State?

counties of the south and the much more populous 
counties of the bay region you still will have left in 
California nearly as many people as there are in all 
that boastful southland. What are these "outsiders" 
asking for? Do they demand a university? D'o they 
insist upon an equal representation? Not at all. They 
haven't anything like the institutions of the south now. 
Why shouldn't they combine for a university or a 
technological college, or some such flummery?- 


The truth is it is going to be necessary for the north 


to combine against the bump-tons south very soon if it 
expects to protect the splendid university at Berkeley 
and keep it from dismemberment and decay. 
His Only Interest in the Song 


Robert Cameron Rogers—"Bob" Rogers_of Santa 


Barbara—who has been named by Governor Johnson 
as one of the Panama-Pacific Exposition directors, is a 
writer and editor, thoroughly popular as a club man, 
and most widely known as the author of the words in 
the world-famous song,- "My Rosary." He tells a 
pretty story of how much he made out of the song be- 
sides the fame. 


After he had written the verses his friend the 


composer asked if he had any objection to having them 
the basis of a song. He replied off-hand that the friend 
could use them as he wished. 


Then off went Rogers on a trip to Europe. 
When 


he returned he found "My Rosary" being sung every- 
where—the great song of the day. Feeling an interest 
he stepped into a music store and asked for a copy of 
the song. 


"How much?" he inquired. 
."One dollar." 
"I feel an interest in this song, you know," he said 


to the clerk. "I'm the author of the words." 


"Oh!" exclaimed the clerk. "Then you're entitled 


to a rebate"—and he flung him over twenty cents.

"The first time I ever met Hiram Johnson was over

slot?" asked an astonished hearer.

O'ne of the 
big machine owners determined to test the ordinance 
in courts, and to that end he sent a lot of machines up 
to Novato—about a dozen of them.

another lawyer were employed by the slot machine 


men, and they employed me as a-local lawyer to pick 
the jury for them.

Exposition Site Problem 


The contest over the sites for the- International 


Exposition 
is 
already very vvarni with indications 


that its temperature will be torrid immediately be- 
fore and after the selection is made. By the process 
of elimination the available sites appear to be nar- 
rowed down to two—Golden Gate Park and property 
popularly designated as Lake Merced, owned by the 
Spring Valley Water Company. 


The Directors of the corporation known as the 


Panama-Pacific International Company, organized to 
prepare for and conduct the big affair, itself lopped 
off some aspiring- sections by officially announcing 
that the site must be within the city and county lim- 
its. 
The Harbor View and city front propositions 


appear to have been cut off by reason of the large 
number of owners that would have to be dealt with 
under condemnation proceedings in order to secure 
the necessary area for the exposition. 


This left but the two sites first spoken of—the 


Park and Lake Merced. If report be true the latter 
came near being withdrawn last week which would 
have left Golden Gate Park as a sort of Hobson's 
choice. 
It was understood that Spring Valley was 


willing to turn over this property to the city for a 
term of five j-ears at a merely nominal rental, say 
$1 a month, and also to give the city the lakes and 
two hundred and fifty acres surrounding them for 
a public park. 
In this park all permanent buildings 


could be erected, it having been maintained by the 
proponents of Golden Gate Park that these struc- 
tures should be on public lands. 


A cry of "real estate speculation" went up from 


the opponents of the Merced proposition at which 
William B. Bourn, President of Spring Valley, who 
is a man of heat -if not of temper, threatened 
to 


withdraw the offer of the company. There is a con- 
flict of report as to whether Bourn actually with- 
drew the Merced offer or threatened to -do so. 
The 


meetings of the committee considering the various 
sites arc of the secretive variety, and consequently 
what is clone at them is not given a very general cir- 
culation. 


With, the Lake Merced site out of the running 


Golden Gate Park alone would remain. This too has 
its opponents, particularly among those citizens who 
wish it preserved ;is a park where the people may 
commune 
with 
-re 
and 
not 
with large pub- 


lic buildings. 
,Ti,,-. objection may be overcome by 


the suggested purchase of about $2,000,000 worth of 
property 
on both -sides of the Park now in private 


holding. This 
plan is much in favor of the property 


owners of those sections, Richmond and Sunset, and as 
a result prices of.ungraded blocks and lots over which 
the winds and sands now run riot have advanced fully- 
100 per cent, although no sales of importance have 
been reported. 


The scrap over the sites which is now being con- 


ducted with soft gloves is expected, to get down to a 
bare knuckle contest before it is concluded. 
Moiaey for Public Schools 


There is a bill pending- in the State Legislature 


having for its object the doing away with the school 
census and the basing of the apportionment of the 
school tax monies on the actual averag-e attendance 
of children in the schools. 
This measure is said to 


be aimed especially at San Francisco. Then too there 
are 
serious troubles, bickerings and general inhar- 


mony in the Juvenile Detention Home in this city to 
say nothing of politics that threaten to run that in- 
stitution on the rocks. 


Both of these conditions recall a report by the re- 


cent State Labor Commissioner John Mackenzie that 
there are 11,000 children of school age in San Fran- 
cisco that do not attend schools of any kind or de- 
nomination, notwithstanding an unenforced law re- 
quires that they do so. The Commissioner also called 
attention to the suggestive fact that a young criminal 
when arrested is sent to one of the State reformator- 
ies and there given a technical education to prepare 
him to make his own living in the world when he 
shall be restored to his»liberty. 


This would appear to be a premium on crime when

Supreme Court is at Pcckskilly N. Y., hale and hearty 
at 98. His letter to Attorney Stephen V. Costello a 
few days ago was in his own handwriting, firm and 
legible, and'was the first information in over a couple 
ofByears that many of his admirers and friends here 
had about the venerable jurist. In ability and popu- 
larity, judge Curry has always ranked high in the le- 
gal profession and that he should still be living with 
a clear mind and in fairly good health at almost a 
hundred years makes him a more interesting char- 
acter than ever. Curry as jurist and lawyer belongs 
to the days on this coast of such legal giants as Ste- 
phen T. Field, Solomon Heyclenfeldt, Lorenzo Saw- 
yer, 
William T. Wallace, S. W. Sanderson, Creed 


i-Iaymond, 
Oscar 
L. Shatter, A. L. Rhodes and 


United States District Judge Hoffman. When Curry 
was chief justice of the State Supreme Court in the 
middle sixties, his associates in that body were Shat- 
ter, Rhoades, Sawyer and Sanderson. 
The court con- 


sisted of five members at that time. Curry is said to 
be the oldest life insurance risk that any 
American 


company has on its books today or ever has had in 
all its history. Heretofore only one American policy- 
holder has fived.to 
b'e 96, or two years 
less.than 


Curry's age at present. A life insurance agent tells 


This is an average of a little over $250

Where Christianity Has Failed. 


While churchmen are discussing and lamenting the decay of 


religious spirit in Christian nations, they overlook some phases of 
religious life and development visible in non-Christian 
nations. 


Among these is the persistency of Buddhism and the vitality of 
Islam. 
Christianity has never succeeded in displacing either, and 


is to'day fighting an apparently losing battle with these two Orien- 
>a! faiths. 


Jesus delivered his message more than six hundred years before 


'.he camel driver of M«cca entered upon the world's stage as a 
prophet and religious reformer. Christianity made its appearance 
;n the most populous centers of civilization at a time when the 
",anthe;sm of Greece and Rome were expiring and the myths of the 
Dlyinpian gods had become objects of popular derision and the 
theme of ribald satire by the-Latin poets. 
Mohammed appeared as 


a preacher in the desert, in a region remote from the scenes of ac- 
tivity and the march ot events of a momentous character. 
The 


Papacy -was firmly fixed at Rome and its spiritual dominion estab- 
lished from the Baltic to the Mediterranean, from the Strait of 
Gibraltar to the eastern confines of Syria long before the hegira. 
Egypt and all Northern Africa was Christian. 


But Mohammed came and the Koran displaced the Bible in 


Asia and Africa. Islam even expelled Christianity from Spain and 
for a time threatened to engulf all Europe. 
It planted itself on the 


shores of the Bosphorits and still remains there. 
The Christian- 


ized Celtic, Teutonic and Slavic tribes successfully beat back the 
Mohammedan waves that flowed across the Pyrenees and the Din-! 
oric Alps, but the Christian religion has never regained a foot of 
ground in either Asia or Africa. It preserved Europe, but today 
the Crescent flag of Islam waves over the shrines and holy places 
most sacred to Christian imagination. 


.In India Christianity has never made a distinct impression. 


Brahmanism displaced Buddhism and was in turn partially dis- 
placed by Mohammedanism. But Christianity has never displaced 
any other religion in the Orient. 


Buddhism was transplanted to China and Mongolia and has 


become the faith of hundreds of millions. It could not withstand 
Islam in India, but it has been impregnable to the assaults of the 
missionaries of Christ 
The wondrous conversions worked by St. 


Patrick in Ireland and St. A'ugustine in Britain have no counter- 
part in the religious history of the Orient. 


No founder of a new religion ever achieved such a success dur- 


ing his lifetime as Mohammed. When St. Peter and St. Paul 
met martyrdom the Christian Church was not as powerful and as 
firmly established as Islam was at the time of Mohammed's death. 
There are 62,000,000 Mohammedans in India and possibly 100,000 
Christians. Even the remnant of the Persian followers of Zoroaster 
refuse to change their religion for the faith of Jesus. 


Mohammedanism is spreading all over Africa; it is making 


headway in India, and is even throwing- out shoots in China. 
But 


Christianity stands balked before the ancient faith of Buddha and 
the more modern cult of Islam. 


'Why? To what reason must we ascribe the rooted aversion of 


the Orient to the most advanced and civilizing religious force the 
world has yet known? Many reasons are offered, but none is con- 
vincing. Least of all the reasons supplied by the Christian mission- 
aries who certainly have not been lacking in zeal, energy and abil- 
ity, nor in financial support. The fact remains that the Orient has 
steadfastly rejected Christianity, while it has given hospitable wel- 
come to,the teachings of Mohammed. 


Dealing with the religious phase of the problem confronting 


•L.he British in India Lord Curzon, former viceroy, made some strik 
ing statements in a recent address delivered at the University of 
Glasgow, of which he is lord rector. He said that the Oriental 
world is unlikely to accept Christianity, and he gave cogent rea- 
sons to justify this conclusion. 
He pointed to the futility of all 


efforts thus far made to Christianize the Oriental races. He has 
always been a friend of missionary effort, and spoke of the failure to 
missionizc the Oriental peoples, not an as opponent of such effort, 
but as one who desired to see it succeed. 


The first reason assigned for his opinion is that "the religions 


of Asia give what the pagan mythologies did not give to Europe— 
namely, a definite and intelligible theory of the relations of God to 
man which satisfies the spiritual aspirations as well as the day to 
day requirements of the Oriental." His second reason is that the 
Oriental sees in the teachings of Christianity something hostile to 
that consciousness of himself as an Oriental from which he would 
not be free even if lie could. "Even if he had no objection to the 
dogmatic teaching of Christianity, he would not consent to become 
a Christian at the cost of ceasing to be an Asiatic." 


Japan is an example of the truth of this statement. Japan has 


accepted the scientific formulas of the west, has adapted her civiliza- 
tion and her governmental methods to the European standard. But 
she is no nearer accepting the dogmas of Christianity now than she 
was two centuries ago. 
So the highest civilized Asiatic is just as 


averse to accepting Christianity as is the most ignorant tribesman 
of the desert. Islam is claiming converts by the thousandsjn Cen- 
tral Africa, but the faith of Jesus is winning fe\v adherents. For 
some occult reason perhaps to be found only in the structure of 
Oriental society or the mental processes of the Oriental mind the 
tenets of Christianity are not inviting in the east. In religion as 
in all other things, the East i? the East and the West is the West, 
as it has been since time immemorial. The Brahman, the Buddhist, 
the Parsee and the Taoist alike cling to their ancient beliefs or ac- 
cept Mohammedanism, but not the teachings of Christ.

The beauty of that 
wonderful sheet of water would have been greatly marred and the 
most beautiful stretch of the Truckee ruined forever. And for what? 
That a group of already enormously rich' men might make more 
money; that a public possession might be disfigured and turned to 
a source of private profit.

No matter How willing- the husband is to accept the 
responsibility for the outrage offered his wife, the fact remains that 
his agents belong to a pestilent and depraved class to whom noth- 
ing is sacred—a class that reeks with baseness in a variety of 
forms.

St. Patrick's Day will be celebrate'd this year in Ireland with 


greater feeling of satisfaction than has been felt by the Irish people 
since the passage of the Catholic Emancipation bill in the first half 
of the nineteenth century. Home rule is in sight and the land is 
being rapidly restored to the cultivators of the soil. Rack-renting 
has been abolished, and absentee landlordism is being eliminated by 
the operation of the land purchase act. All the burdens and restric- 
tions hitherto laid on Irish commerce have been removed, and the 
people of the island are now industrially and politically free. Hence 
St. 'Patrick's Day will be celebrated with unusual manifestations of 
joy this year. It will be a celebration national in character and sig- 
nificant of the political changes which have arrested depopulation 
and are restoring prosperity to regions long given over to poverty 
and despair. With these changes have come a more cordial under- 
standing between the Irish and the English. 
The correction of 


abuses has borne fruit in a cessation of complaints. The Irish con- 
stabulary are no longer kept bus}' evicting poor peasants and sup- 
pressing riots provoked by an intolerable land system and a policy 
of stern repression. The chafigss should be as welcome in England 
as they are in Ireland. They are proof that a policy of justice and 
mercy is as wise as it is humane. It is a proof that the redress of 
Irish grievances has strengthened the British empire and elevated its 
institutions. 
A discontented, oppressed -and impoverished Ireland 


was as great a. reproach to the British government as was the insti- 
tution of slavery to the government of the United States.

majority is made the present major- 
ity voices the opinion of all the peo-

passage oE a bill now before the Sen- 
ate 
and Legislature which provides j 


that trained nurses accompany pa- I 
ticnts sent to the hospitals, rather | 
than officers, the idea being1 not only 
to save the heavy mileage charges of 
the officers, hut to better safeguard 
tho health of the patients. 
Frequent- 


ly also the sheriffs and other officers 
made the patients promises, to keep 
them orderly \vhloh they remembered 
and which could not be fulfilled 
at 


the hospital. 
This occasioned the au- 


thorities there much trouble and em- 
barrassment.

Famous Boston Outfielder Explains Fine 


Points of Belting and Fielding 


An outfielder first of all should te a 
good sticker. If ho can't wallop the ball 
around the two-seventy-five mark he'-s of 
Utlle account to a big leag-ue club. Any- 
body can catch a ball, but It takes a 
man with a keen eye to biff the. pellet 
when tho mounder Is shootin' 'em down 
smaller than peas. Manag-crs always try 
to pick out swatters for tho outer gar- 
den positions. 
The outfielder doesn't work ag ham 
during'the game as the battery men or 
infielders and it's up to him to hit the 
ball to do his share toward bringing home 
the victory. Nearly all of the outfield- 
ers in the America.n League are good 
hitters. They have to be. 
I like playing the outfield better than 
any other position. In fact, I don't really 
believe that I could make good at any 
other station in the diamond. 
The outfielder would be of little use 
to his team if he did not have a good 
whip. I've seen •many a close game lost 
by a poor pelt on the part of the outfield- 
er. 
I never take my eye off the little 
round sphere during a game. 
I keep 
my mind on the game 3.ncl watch every 


play closely.

I forget it and talk and think about 
something else.

It is only a few weeks since the church aggregation sold its property In the 
heart of the retail business district on the southeast corner of Fourteenth 
and Clay streets, for 5275,000 with the privilege of holding it for twelve 
months. 
The new site for the new church to be erected is so close to tho 


business quarter that it is a subject o£ comment. The expansion of the busi- 
ness district indicates clearly that In anoth'er decade the church will again 
be an obstruction, to the expansion of the business quarter northward as the 
old sito has been for years to its expansion westward. 
Shrewd Realty Investment 


As a real estate Investment the purchase of the property has been un- 


doubtedly a shrewd one. But the ethics of the proposition of a church organ- 
ization buying property in a location, which must sooner or later constitute 
a barrier to business expansion, raises the question: Is it consistent with the 
legitimate policy of a religious body? There is no question that the tenacity 
of the First Methodist church to hold on to the Clay and Fourteenth street 
site was a shrewd program and netted the organization on tree final sale a 
magnificent profit on the original investment. 
But church property Is ex- 


empted from taxation and the question naturally arises as to whether a 
religious corporation that has realized such an Immense benefit from the 
exemption by holding on to the property It previously owned was Justified 
in the acquisition of the unearned increment or whether now, In locating so 
near the present business quarter where it promises to become, in a short 
time hence, a similar obstruction to development and beneficiary from busi- 
ness expansion, it is justified.

However, -the trade has been closed. The property which has chang-ed 


hands was held by two separate parties. One section of the tract was sold by 
Breed & Bancorft; the other was owned by Witcher & Moffitt. Tho com- 
bined properties represent a total frontage of approximately 300 feet, 100 
feet on Broadway, th'e same number of feet on Webster street and 200 feet 
on Twenty-fourth street. The terms of the purchase are held private, but 
it is represented on pretty good authority that it approximates

Borough System as Was 


Originally Provided. 


The "Wolfe amendment, which provided 


for the consolidation of San Francisco and 
other cities around the bay, which has 
been reported 
without 
recommendation 


by the Senate committee on Judiciary, 
substitute Is a composite measure. 
It 


contained provisions for a borough sys- 
tem which were Incorporated In the draft 
of the first "Wolfe amendment on con- 
solidation 
but 
wiiich. 
however , were 


omitted from the second amendment. 


It provides that in 
the event 
of a 


county seat being consolidated with a city 
of another county, the Legislature shall 
provide for the establish me nt of a new 
seat of government In the section of the 
county remaining intact after consolida- 
tion. 


Still another prevision Is that no city 


which does not by a majority vote oC Its 
electors adopt the proposed new charter 
after the question of consolidation lias 
been decided In the affirmative, Phall be 
considered as bound by any charter save 
its own, until a satisfactory organic act 
shall have been decided upon for the 
consolidation. 


Concessions of this kind have been an- 


ticipated for some time by opponents oC 
the measure, but the latter say that the 
Innovations will not Increase the num- 
ber of advocates for the measure in the 
upper house.
